Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1 nriust have at least one reference 
numerical character. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1,3, 6, 9,11, 12, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hood, III et al. 

Hood discloses a docking station 40 comprising an aperture 12a aligned with an 
aperture in a computer system 26 when it's docked, a convection unit 46 forces air into 
the computer, a cooling unit 42 generate cooling air provided into the computer that is of 
a lower temperature compared to an ambient air temperature within the computer. The 
method steps of claims 11,12 and 1 5 are necessitated by the device structure as 
disclosed by Hood, III et al.
